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Dear Jan: 

Thank you for your note of March 20 enclosing a 
list of persons reported to have disappeared in Argentina 
since 1976. 

The Department has been aware of these cases for 
some time. We and our Embassy in Buenos Aires on numerous 
occasions have solicited from the Argentine Government 
information as to their whereabouts. While we have 
been told that the Argentine Government has no knowledge 
concerning welfare of these individuals, we will continue 
to use our influence privately to encourage Argentine 
officials to make information available to the families 
of these as well as other cases of missing persons.
